3. EEPOET 

a. Introduction ‘ ' 

The following report on resistance propfereitlons In Wehrkreis 
VII v/as obtained, fron Obst d Pol Paul SCH1''IITZ-V0IGT, Inspekteur 
dor Sipo, I'iUElTCHBH, ' A career policenan and expert criminologist, 
(in which ho has Ijeen active ever since I92l) , he clains ■ that he 
was not very active as IdS, and did not enjoy the complete con- 
fidence of the Party. His inside knciirledge concerning resistance 
plans is allegedly limited. 

He appears cooperative and frank., 

b. tTnternehinen WEE\70LF 

SCHMITZ-VOIGT first heard about the t/EEVfOLP project in 
January 1945 when' the SD Leiter, O/Stubaf GLITZ, told him that 
PEUETZMaHIT \ms touring the country on a special nission. 

During one of the last bi-weekly neetings with his police 
chiefs, the HSSPf MUEHCHEIT, Preiherr von E3EESTBIN, pointed at 
a stack of secret documents, and stated that he was unable to 
attend to WEEWOLP preparations himself, •• Several persons wore 
■ , suggested for the task, including Ernst -WAGHEE and H/stuf HOOG- 
STEASSEE, an SD intelligence nan in AUGSBUEG, No decision was 
reached, and SCHtilTZ-VOIGT did not hear any more about the nat- 
ter. Those present at the,, meeting were: GdO Gen J4UBHB, KdS 
Obst ERIEDEICH, Gestapo Leiter O/Eeg 'Eat SCHaEEBE, Kripo Leiter 
O/Eeg Eat GEBINEE, SD Leiter GLITZ, Konmandeur d Gendarmerie 
Gen/Maj EAUNEE, and two members of von EBEESTBIN’s staff: 

GADE and Obst/Lt DBCEBE or DECKEET. . 

c. BUNDSCHUH .. 

Early in April 1945 a .teletype message classified* "Geheine 
Eeichssache” and signed by KALTENBHUNKEE, arrived from. Amt IV, 

Its approximate contents .were as follows:" 

Personnel suitable for espionage and sabotage is to be 
organized under the- code word "BUNDSCHDE”. Small groups are 
to be fopmed to remain’behind the enemy lines, "Anlauf Stel- 
len” (contact feddres^ies) and fatlon dijuaps are tp bo establish- 
ed for their use, . ■ 
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SCHMITZ-VOIG-T discussed the message with his three suhcrdina.te 
officers, GLITZ (SB Leiter). SCK/vEEBR (Gestapo Leiter) and 
GEFjIHER (Kripo Leiter). They agreed that the organization of 
the project in the short tine left would prove extremely dif- 
ficult. 

Only GLITZ decided tc organize his SD non in groups of 
two to three men each. There wore approximately 20 full-time 
(hauptaintliche) nenhers. Two or three,' notably DnlTSER, werO 
qualified to function as leaders of the organization, in SCHMITZ- 
V01GT*s opinion. 

There were, in SC^ITZ-VOIGT’s estination, three areas 
suitable for the preparation of sabotage missions; 

(1) ROSEITKEIM, the seat of an SB^Ausaen Stella. Its lei- 
ter, HIERL, had been temporarily relieved by GLITZ 
• but had been brought' back. ■ 

■( 2 ) BAD TOELZ, vrhero sufficient arms, eaplosives and food- 
stuffs were available at the Jrinkorschulo. 

( 3 ) TBGEBH SEE, where the office of the Konneindo Melde 
Gebiet MUENCEEH was located in the ENAG Hein at ROT- 
TACH and where arms, food supplies, and W/T equip- 
ment were available. A W/T station was located at 
ROTTaCH. . 

GLITZ was in charge. (Kis predecetpsor, Obst/lt V/AAG, a 
relative of Admiral CAHARIS, liras transferred to Wehmelde Ant 
.• . ^KEMPTEIT after BO Juld^.) Other officers wore: Obst/Lts OTRr- 

HER and SEEDIOIR (deputies), Maj (Obst/Lt ?)von UHHJH, and Maj 
ULRICH. UERUH and ULRICH are in US ‘captivity. 

d. SIGRUEE • . ' 

. . t'Jhile BUNDSCEUH concerned Sipo and SD persormel, SIGRUHE 
v;as to be organized by the Gestapo.- It was* the Geh'eine Reichs- 
sachie and SCHMITZ-VOIGT has no knowledge of it. He never dis- 
cussed the matter with the Gestapo .Leiter SCHaEEBR and does 
net believe that SCHAEEER ever undertook anything in that nat- 
ter, The majority of the Gestapo agents, as well ns most of 
♦ the Kripo personnel were organized in AlarnwEinhoiton and some 

were posted to prevent lootings and uprisings of foreign vrorkers. 
SCHAEESR intended to stay with his Alam-Sinheiten, If he bad- made 
any preparations for future resistance novonents, ho would have 
-.1 reported it tc either SCffiilTZ-VOIGT or to von E3BRSTEIN. 

e. Other Leads 



In nid-April various personalities arrived from the RSHA 
after the BERLIN offices had been liquidated, 

*' . Standf EHLBRS called on SCBilTZ-VOIGT end informed him of 
•the dispersal of Ant III, EHLERS acted as OEtBKDOEE’s represent- 
ative in the South, vAile OHLENDORE remained in Hcrthem Germany. 
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Ab the fenale qnployeea of the central and all local offices 
were disralssod# it was suggested that positions he found for then 
in private industry.. Whether this suggestion was motivated hy 
hunanitarian considerations or by speculations on their future 
use for clandestine purposes wap not clear, (The meeting was at- 
tended by GrLITZ and several other Amt III officials unknown to 
SCBMITZ-VOIGT. 

EHIEBS continued his Journey South to an unknown destination. 

^tandf Dr PAESTG-BK of Ant VI arrived acccnpaniod by several 
officials unknown tc SCHMITZ-VOJGT. He seemed to work in close 
cooperation with GLITZ and DAUSEE. 

S0H14ITZ -VOIGT was told by GLITZ that Dr KNOCHEU had arrived 
from 3EBLI1T and was slated to boccuo InspekteTir der Ecnnando Mel- 
de Gebieto. GLITZ and Dr KNOCEBIT left together for Italy. 

Another possible organizer of a resistance novonent in Ba- 
varia is Dr ISSELHOBST, who, as former Gestapo Leiter of MUBH- 
CHSK» is vrell acquainted with terrain and personalities in that 
area, ISSELEOEST was relieved (dtrafversetzt) from his post in 
MDENCHM and sent to the Eastern front, subsequently becoming BdS 
S!IE1S30UEG and IdS STUTTGART, where he was also in charge of the 
border police. Since fall of 1944 he was in the ESHA for spec- 
ial missions. 

SCHMITZ-VOIGT had his offices at Haua HASTEN at BEEG on 
the Starnberg Lake. Von EBERSTBIN moved into the sane build- 
ing in April 1945, He stayed there ;tfly a few days and then 
, moved to BAD TOELZ. where O/Gnif BERGSE., the ‘'HIMI'iLER of the 
South” had his headquarters. 

SCHI'ilTZ-VOIGT is positive that there was no sabotage or 
W/T school in Wehrkreis VII, The w/T school at OETISBi/South 
Tyrol, which supplied agents for work behind the Allied linos 
in Italy, was dissolved in the fall of 1944.
